E. W. BROWNING FREE 
OF 16-YEAR-OLD Wirt 


Wins Separation — Court As- 
sails ‘Peaches’? Expurgated 
Diary as Fraud.

wagd West Browning, wealthy New 
York real estate man, today won 
his separation suit against his 16- 
year-old wife, the former Frances 
‘‘Peaches” Heenan, in a_ decision 
}handed down here today by Su- 
preme Court Justice A. H. F. See- 
ger. 

Justice Seeger granted the sep- 


aration on the ground of abandon- 
ment. He completed the nine pages 
of his decision with the words “the 


defendant has failed to justify her 
conduct in leaving and abandon- 
ing the plaintiff. Her counter 
claim must be dismissed and the 
plaintiff is entitled to a judgment 
of separation from his bed and 
board forever.”’ 

Justice Seeger held 
was no evidence to sustain 
Browning's charges against 
husband. 

Justice Seeger held the weight 
of the evidence was entirely against 
Browning being an unnatural hus- 
band and that he failed to find 
any evidence that he had been 
cruel or inhuman, 

Justice Seeger also criticised 
Mrs. Browning “for trying to palm 
off’ an expurgated diary on him. 

Justice Seeger, in commenting 
on the acid burns suffered by 
“Peaches’ just before her mar- 
riage, said that it was inconceiva- 
ble that the acid could have been 
thrown with such precision and 
that the assailant escaped uniden- 
tified through bars and windows 
that were closed before Mrs. 
Browning had time to awaken. He 
characterized “as ‘particularly 
vicious’’ the attempt to insinuate 
at the trial that Browning might 
have been responsible for the deed. 
Hie pointed to the abandonment 

Browning by his girl-wife as 
either a conspiracy on the 
of Mrs. Browning and her 
mother to compel Browning to 
purchase an expensive apartment 
for them and buy his wife an auto- 
mobile, or else she had grown 
tired of the society of her elderly 
husband.

SHANGHAI, China, March 21.— 
Chaos reigned in Shanghai tonigh* 
after the fall of the city to the 
Cantonese this morning. Rieters 
ran loose in the native quarter all 
day, and tonight a band of Chinese 
troops, presumably attached to the 
retreating Northern Army, broke 
through the barrier to the nortn of 
the international settlement end 
began looting. 

A British armored car rushed up 
in response 'to a police call for aid? 
The car was subjected to contintu- 
ous machine-gun fire. Lieut. New- 
man, Corporal Ainslie and twe gol-- 
diers.were wounded. 

Another British armored car, 
the one in 
which the four men were wounded, 
towed it away under heavy fire, 
which the British returned. The 
four men were not seriously hurt. 

Savage guerilla fighting was go- 
ing on in the native district of Cha- 
pei tonight between Shantungesea 
(Northerners), includittzg , White 
Russians, and plain clothes men of 
the Kuomintang (Cantonese). Sev-. 
eral of the latter were reported 
killed. The fighting wag accom- 
panied by the outbreak of serious 
fires at three points in the native 
city. . 

Approximately 10.000 Northern 
troops in the Shanghai area have 
gone over to the Cantonese. 

One hundred White Russians 
were admitted to the foreign set- 
tlement after being disarmed, while 
thousands of Chinese from the na- 
tive city sought refuge inside the 
foreign barricades, 

Bullets continued to fall inside 
the settlements, endangering the 
lives of the foreigners. The As- 
tor House Hotel was struck. 

British Land Naval Forces. 

Naval forces from the British 
cruisers Hawkins and Carlisle were 
landed at Pootung, across the 
Whangpoo River from Shanghai, 
to protect British-owned property. 

Up to 11 p. m. the forces de- 
fending the foreign settlements 
had suffered 12 casualties, Includ- 
ing two killed and 10 wounded. 
Two Punjabi soldiers of the British 
force were killed by snipers. The 
wounded comprised five Punjabis, 
a Russian policeman and foer Brit- 
ish soldiers. 

When the vanguard of the Can- 
tonese army entered the native 
city the Shantungese fled and the 
city was taken without fighting. 

The Municipal Counce!) declared 
a state of emergency, and landing 
parties of all nationalities repra- 
sented in the Shanghai naval con- 
centration, including 1500 Amer- 
ican marines, disembarked to de. 
fend the foreign settlements againat 
invasion from without or trouble 
from within. 

Possibility of serious disorders 
was intensified by the calling of a 
general strike of Chinese workers 
to celebrate the capture of the 
city by Chiang Kal-shek'’s South.
